MR. McLACHLAN’S SPEECH, 


Mr. McLachian began by saying that 
he was glad the chairman of the even- 
ing Had informed the audience that he 
had been speaki up and down the 
Sixth Congress rict every night 
for ten weeks. Naturally he was 
quite exhausted.

liam McKinley in 1894, and attributed 
it to the fact that the people of the 
land had tired of discontent, low wages, 
low tariff and hard times under Cleve- 
land.

More than twenty years 
ago Congress made an ropriation 
for the improvement of ilmington 
harbor, now known as the inside - 
bor of San Pedro, and various appro- 
priations have been made for the im- 
provement of that harbor, until they 
now aggregate nearly $1,000,000. Some 
years ago the government engineers 
made an investigation of the outside 
harbor of San Pedro, and reported the 
feasibility of constructing a deep-sea 
harbor in that vicinity. A short time 
afterward another survey was made by 
the government engineers for the pur- 
pose of determining which was the bet- 
ter place for the outside harbor, at San 
Pedro or Santa Monica, a place located 
in the neighborhood of thirty miles 
northwest of San Pedro. The reports of 
he government engineers in reference to 
the investigation of these two harbors 
are a matter of record and can be ex- 
amined by anyone for himself. They 
show the government engineers in com- 
paring the two locations 6 fled cer- 
tain preferences in favor of Ban Pedro. 
Since that last report there has been 
a great deal of tation over the 
question as to which is the better lo- 
cation for a deep-sea harbor in that 
locality and each locality has its sup- 


porters.

Benyuard, who stated that it could be 
done for $392,000. I want to state to the 
committee that I was the last friend 
of San Pedro who finally assented to 
that course, and the friends of San 
Pedro will bear me out when I say that 
I told them that I was elected to come 
here and work for an outside harbor at 
San Pedro. That was my pledee to the 
people, and I feared I would not be 
justified in confining my efforts to an 
inside harbor. But it seemed the best 
thing to do.

$392,000 for the improvement of the 
harbor at San Pedro, at the same time 
stating that we did not relinquish our 
claim for an outside harbor in that lo- 
cality, but distinctly stated the reasons 
why we had concluded to confine our 
efforts at this Congress to an appropri- 
ation for the inside harbor.

It is a 
well-known fact that the adoption of 
electrical methods by dentist« has been 
very appreciably limited by the lnade 
quacy of the methods which have beer 
used to protect their patients from ac- 
eidental shock. en electric motors 
are employed for driving surgicai and 
dental apparatus, if one side of the 
feeding uit and part of the motor 
happen o be grounded, the patient is 
in danger of being severely shocked. 
This danger is overcome by an insu- 
lated coupling, and such a device has 
been introduced into the new appli- 
ance which has been provided.
